1. This is an action under the Freedom of Information Act 
("FOIA"), 5 USC §552.. (1994 & Supp. IV 1998), and the Privacy 
Act of .1974,, .5 USC .§552a (1994 & Supp. IV. 1998), to order the 
production of 'agency records, consisting of all records in 
agency's system of records previously requested by Plaintiff 
pursuant to the above referenced acts. Those records have been 
previously requested by the Plaintiff and those records have 
been unlawfully withheld by the defendant. Those requests are 
more fully described below. 

JURISDICTION 

2. Jurisdiction." is conferred upon this Court by Title 
5, USC §552(a)(4)(B) and §5 52(a)(1)(B); (g)(1)(D); (g)(3)(A); 
(g)(3)(B);. (g)(4)(a); and (g)(4)(B). 

VENUE 



3. Venue is proper in this District pursuant to the pro- 
visions of 5 USC §5 52(a)(4)(B) and 5 USC §552a(g)(5). Action

4. Plaintiff, Connie Charles Armstrong, Jr., is a Federal 
Prisoner in the Federal Correctional Institution at Seagovilee 
Texas. He is the requester of the withheld records. 

5. Defendant United States Department of Justice (FBI) 
is an agency of the United States; it has possession of 'and 
control aver the records that Plaintiff seeks. 



6. On May 20, 2001, Plaintiff submitted a FOIA/PA request 
to the FBI office in Sa'n .Francisco,. California, requesting 

"all records in agency files" related to Plaintiff, including 
a Vaughn Index of any reco.rds refused to Plaintiff. Plaintiff 
included a Certificate of Identity with the request. 

7. On May 30, 2001, Plaintiff was sent a referral letter, 
referring his request to FBI Headquarters for processing. 

8 . On May 30, 2001, Plaintiff was sent a -letter from 
the FBI in 1 Washington, DC, assigning Plaintiff request number 
0943771-000 and acknowledging receipt of his request. No records 
were submitted with this letter. 

9. On June 5, 2001, Plaintiff submitted' an appeal to the 
Office of Information and Privacy, objecting to the denial of 
his., request for records. 

10. Plaintiff has a right to review those records under 
FOIA and to open agency actions to the light of public scrutiny.
